The Anglican Bishop of 
Hongkong, the Rt Rev. 
R. QO. Hall told British 
Tolovision “ viowers that 
the Hongkong Govern- 
mont ought to raiso more 
moncy by taxation for 
wolfare work in the 
Colony. 


Bishop Elall, speaking on -a 
Sunday afternoon religious pro- 
gramme on ITV, sald he felt 
three things were needaxt to 
help relleve the plight of 
refugees in. Hongkong, 


They were: ; 
* Belter reélatlons between 
Hongkong and. China, 

* Hongkong was not taxed

Bishop Hall sald before the 
war Canton and Hongkong uscd 
to be regarded as “almost onc 
city” and he suggested that 
when relations . between the 
Colony and China improved a 
regular Interflow of people be- 
tween the two cities might re- 
sume, thus reducing to some 
extent the presstire of popula» 
tlon in Hongkong. 


* OUTLETS NEEDED 


Referring to his, third point, 
Bishop Hall said: “We need 
outlets for our young men. They 
must be allowed to go to other 
parts of the world to earn their 
living. 

“We have a lot of healthy 
uble-bodied young men but they 
are so energetic that in’ South- 
cast Asia the people arc a little 
frightened’ of them,"
